CLAUDE  A.  GOODRICH 

7-11-21   —  5-11-73 
Town  and  School  Moderator  -  12  years 

Claude  was  born  in  Epping,  N.  H.  to  Chester  A.  and  Doris  A. 
Goodrich.  He  was  married  to  Flora  May  Graham  and  was  the  father 
of  Deborah  Jean  and  Donald  Earl  Goodrich. 

He  was  active  in  his  Church,  the  Masons,  Eastern  Star,  Exeter 
Brass  Band  and  the  Town.  He  was  an  expert  pilot  and  owned  the 
Charter  Flight  Corp. 

A  quote  from  a  letter  from  Claude  to  his  beloved  family  reminds 
us  of  the  man  who  served  so  proficiently  as  our  Town  and  School 
Moderator.  "My  life  was  spent,  not  in  the  attainment  of  material 
wealth,  but,  rather  in  the  pleasure  of  living  and  loving.  In  place  of 
material  heritage,  I  leave  them  this:  Live  -  love  life  to  its  fullest.  We 
are  here  but  such  a  short  time  and  there  is  so  much  to  see  and  do." 

Claude  died  on  May  11th,  1973  when  his  aircraft  crashed  in 
Greenville,  Maine. 
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HENRY  C.  HOLT 
Treasurer  -  7  years 

Born  in  Winchester,  Massachusetts  September  20,  1899.  After  his 
father's  death  the  Holt  family  moved  to  Epping.  He  served  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy  1917  -  1921.  In  the  mid-twenties  he  married  Adelaide 
Glidden.  They  had  one  son,  Henry  IV  who  is  a  Commander  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy.  Henry  IV  with  his  wife  and  one  son,  Henry  V  (known  as 
Harry)  are  presently  living  in  Athens,  Greece  where  Henry  IV  is  sta- 
tioned. Young  Henry  knew  his  mother  for  only  nine  years.  In  1943, 
Henry  married  Molly  Ladd  and  had  a  very  happy  life  with  Molly 
until  she  died  in  1958.  In  1960,  Henry  married  Wilda  Masse'  and 
was  very  happy  with  her  for  his  remaining  13  years. 

He  was  rural  mail  carrier  for  the  town  of  Epping  for  over  30  years, 
retiring  in  1963. 

Vice  President  and  Director  of  the  Epping  Cooperative  Bank  for 
many  years. 

First  Commander  of  the  American  Legion  Richard  A.  Mitchell  Post 
of  which  he  was  a  45  year  member. 

Member  of  the  Sullivan  Lodge  F  &  A  M  for  many  years. 

Treasurer  for  the  town  of  Epping  from  1964  to  1971.

Upstairs  used  as 
Masonic  Hall  and  downstairs,  a  store  run  by  E.  C.  Sanborn.  Whole 
building  now  owned  by  Major  General  John  Sullivan  Lodge  #2. 

Next  store  operated  as  hardware  store  by  James  F.  Brown  -  a  dry 
goods  store  by  T.  Provondie,  a  cafe  upstairs  by  the  Shannon  family 
and  later  as  a  shoe  repair  shop,  candy  and  sundries  by  Ludie  Der- 
ome.  (Who  can  forget  the  fireworks  sold  there  on  the  4th  of  July?) 

Former  post  office  on  corner  built  by  the  Ladds  -  now  occupied 
by  Indian  Head  Bank. 

House  on  opposite  corner  formerly  occupied  by  Dr.  Mitchell,  Dr. 
Burnham,  the  MacFarlands  and  the  Merrills.  Also,  under  lower  part 
of  the  structure  on  Water  Street,  Harley's  "Green  Lantern"  restaurant 
and  Charlie  Beer's  "Barber  Shop" 

Next  house  formerly  occupied  by  Miland  Young  -  1885. 

Next  two  houses  owned  in  1885  by  E.  C.  Brown.  Later  owned  by 
George  Gilmore  and  Joseph  Masse. 

Right  side  of  street  -  corner  Main  and  Water  Streets. 
Hotel    -    1860   Bunker  Hotel 
ca    1 885    Pawtuckaway 

1888   Purchased  by  Mr.  Monville  -  later  became  Per- 
kins Hotel.  Closed  May  1919  -  Burned  October  1919.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
1973 

The  new  term  was  started  with  Lee  Limperis  as  Chair- 
man, Wilfred  Cloutier  and  Robert  Estey  as  two  new  select- 
men voted  in  at  the  March  election. 

Mr.  Estey  resigned  in  June  and  was  replaced  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mary  Fecteau. 

Lee  Limperis  resigned  in  September  and  was  replaced 
by  Kim  Sullivan. 

Despite  these  problems,  we  feel  our  office  has  effected  a 
productive  year. 

We  started  on  a  general  sprucing  up  program  of  the 
Town.  We  feel  those  of  us  who  choose  to  Hve  here,  do  so 
because  we  like  "our  Town",  and  when  one  likes  some- 
thing, one  should  give  it  proper  care.  We  first  purchased 
new  lanterns  for  tlie  front  entrance  of  our  handsome  Town 
Hall.  We  have  had  the  iron  railing  replaced  which  had  been 
broken  for  several  years.  It  will  be  painted  black  in  the 
spring.  We  kept  our  lawns  mowed  and  trimmed  regularly. 
Swept  our  walks  and  streets  in  the  center  of  Town  almost 
weekly.  Placed  more  trash  barrels  around.  People  have  used 
them,  but  we  are  hopeful  more  wiU  do  so  and  remind  our 
children  to  use  them.  It  fust  takes  a  little  effort  and  thought 
to  keep  our  streets  clean. 

Near  the  Town  Hall,  along  the  river  bank,  we  had  dead 
hazardous  trees  and  limbs  removed,  and  had  heavy  cedar 
post  fencing  installed  for  safety  and  beauty.  Cold  weather 
prevented  us  from  completing  this  project,  but  it  will  be 
done  in  the  spring. 

We  are  working  inside  our  Town  Hall,  painting  walls 
and  refinishing  floors,  hopeful  that  you  will  appropriate^  in 
this  year's  budget  funds  to  continue  and  overall  freshening 
up  program  of  our  historic  building.  Some  of  the  work  to 


be  done  is  major  repair — much  is  just  ordinary  upkeep 
necessary  to  protect  om*  initial  investment. 

The  extension  to  our  water  system  voted  at  last  year's 
meeting  has  been  installed  and  we  have  several  happy  and 
grateful  users.  We  Selectmen  feel  the  Town  should  institute 
a  projected  program  of  extensions  and  improvements  to  our 
water  and  sewer  systems  and  would  encourage  our  sewer 
and  water  department  to  make  a  study  of  this,  and  present 
it  to  the  Town  with  recommendations  at  a  future  date. 

The  drains  voted  at  last  year 's  meeting  were  not  installed. 
However,  we  had  requested  help  from  the  Department  of 
Secondary  Roads  for  the  State  and  have  been  fortunate  to 
have  Mr.  Floyd  Avery  (head  of  that  department)  come 
down  and  take  charge  of  drawing  up  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  this  project.  Much  engineering  was  involved  and 
Mr.  Avery  has  now  given  us  the  plans  for  the  Elm  Street 
project,  and  this  work  should  get  underway  in  the  early 
spring.  He  felt  the  other  areas  should  be  only  done  through 
grading  and  cleaning  of  bushes.  We  had  recently  installed 
new  culverts  on  Main  Street  near  the  Trefetiien  dwellings, 
which  was  having  flooding  problems  due  to  the  deteriora- 
tion of  the  old  culverts. 

At  our  request,  Mr.  Avery  drew  up  plans  for  the  culvert- 
ing  of  St,  Laurent  Street  starting  at  the  point  off  Main 
Steet  and  going  as  far  as  the  Hebert  home.  The  stagnant 
and  polluted  water  that  sets  there  all  summer  is  a  health 
menace  to  a  congested  area  of  Town.  We  have  an  article 
in  the  warrant  for  an  appropriation  to  correct  this  problem. 

Mr  Avery's  Department  also  drew  up  the  plans  for  the 
sidewalk  which  was  voted  to  be  constructed  at  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  last  summer.  The  meeting  was  a  result  of  a 
petition  made  to  the  Superior  Court  by  the  Messrs:  Robert 
Dodge,  Ernest  Menard  and  Armand  O 'Barton  as  well  as 
other  signers  of  the  petition.  The  article  as  drawn  up  and 
accepted  by  the  voters  at  the  meeting  reads  as  follows: 


Motion  made  by  Peter  Carr  "I  move  that  a  sidewalk  be 
constructed  from  the  bridge  over  the  Lamprey  River  to 
Bartlett  Street  that  will  be  compatible  with  the  plan  sub- 
mitted to  this  meeting  by  Mr.  Dodge,  said  sidewalk  con- 
struction not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $1,000.00.  This  was 
seconded  —  Votes  cast  169  —  Yes-117  —  No-52.  Motion 
passed.  We,  therefore,  asked  the  State  Engineering  Depart- 
ment to  assist  us  in  drawing  up  a  plan  to  be  compatible 
with  Mr.  Dodge's  plan. 

They  drew  up  two  plans.  One  to  correspond  with  Mr. 
Dodge's  plan  and  one  that  they  consider  to  be  the  proper 
way  to  construct  a  sidewalk  in  the  interest  of  safety. 

We  have  included  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  raise  addi- 
tional funds  to  construct  the  sidewalk  as  the  $1,000.00  allo- 
cated last  year  was  not  enough.  We  feel  we  should  construct 
the  whole  section  of  sidewalk  from  the  point  off  the  bridge 
to  Bartlett  Street  in  a  manner  to  show  a  well  done,  com- 
pleted job.  Plans  are  available  for  viewing  at  the  Select- 
men's Office. 

We  have  made  application  to  the  Governor's  Crime  Com- 
mission for  funding  to  our  Police  Department.  We  are 
striving  to  have  a  full-time  night  patrol  and  some  walking 
day  patrols  to  discourage  the  acts  of  vandalism  and  break- 
ing an  entry  we  have  been  experiencing.  We  cannot  expect 
to  achieve  this  by  funding  only  $9,400  to  our  police  depart- 
ment. They  need  office  equipment,  (of  which  we  have 
purchased  a  few  items  out  of  last  year's  budget)  and  a 
budget  to  allow  for  some  full-time  help.  We  hope  to  get 
some  of  this  through  the  Crime  Commission.  We  are  fortu- 
nate in  having  a  well  run  Fire  Department  of  volunteers, 
and  they  should  be  encouraged  by  the  Tovv^n  in  their  efforts. 

Our  Municipal  Court  Facility  has  been  cited  by  the  N.H. 
Court  Accreditation  Comission  as  "not  accredited"  effec- 
tive 1-30-74.  Not  accredited  indicates  the  faciHty  fails  to 
meet  minimum  standards  and  should  not  be  used  as  a 
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courthouse  in  its  present  condition.  Therefore,  we  have 
drawn  up  a  plan  to  renovate  the  area  of  the  court  room  and 
its  approximate  cost.  The  plan  does  not  change  the  appear- 
ance of  our  Town  Hall  too  much.  Only  one  major  alteration 
is  to  be  made  and  that  is  to  move  the  original  rest  room  to 
the  back  of  the  hall  beyond  the  courtroom.  We  will  use  that 
room  then  for  a  lawyer's  and  client  conference  room.  The 
Municipal  Court  is  an  asset  to  the  Town  and  we  should 
make  every  effort  to  keep  it.  It  brings  a  revenue  into  the 
Town  of  approximately  $7,000.00  per  year.  One  year's  rev- 
enue alone  would  pay  for  the  renovations  and  furnishing! 

TRA  money  was  used  to  continue  improving  the  Camp 
Lee  Road.  Needed  now  to  complete  it  is  only  M  mile  of 
applying  Farmers  Mix,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $2,000. 

We  Selectmen  have  been  very  fortunate  to  have  the  serv- 
ices of  many  state  agencies.  The  persons  in  these  depart- 
ments are  always  very  willing  to  offer  assistance  which  has 
resulted  in  substantial  financial  savings  to  the  Town,  as  well 
as  imparting  a  wealth  of  knowledge  to  us  as  officials. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  had  to  be  done  to  com- 
plete the  application  to  the  F.H.A.  to  purchase  the  $120,000 
Bond  Issue  which  financed  the  completion  of  our  Sewer 
System.  The  ai'ticle  for  the  Bond  Issue  was  voted  on  August 
3,  1970,  at  a  Special  Meeting.  However,  the  vote  which  was 
to  pass  the  article  was  not  correct.  In  actuality,  the  bond 
issue  was  defeated  at  the  1970  meeting.  We,  therefore,  had 
to  petition  the  Superior  Court  to  hold  another  Special  Town 
Meeting  to  ratify  the  1970  vote.  Otherwise,  we  could  not 
legally  issue  the  bonds  for  purchase.  Our  meeting  of  Jan- 
uary 14,  1974  did  so  ratify  the  vote  and  we  have  submitted 
to  Ropes  and  Gray,  our  Bond  counsel,  all  necessary  mate- 
rials required  for  processing  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Hope- 
fully, this  should  be  finalized  within  the  next  month. 

As  we  had  some  serious  questions  relating  to  our  sewer 
system,  we  Selectmen,  held  several  meetings  with  Ander- 
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son-Nichols  engineers,  our  sewer  and  water  department 
heads  and  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Commission 
representatives.  As  a  result,  we  are  going  to  make  several 
very  important  corrections  and  additions  to  our  plant. 
Among  them  is  laboratory  equipment  for  testing,  which  is 
vital  to  tlie  proper  operation  o£  our  system.  Additional 
fencing  at  the  Lagoons — Culverting  to  correct  a  serious 
problem  of  surface  water  entering  our  lagoons, — increasing 
the  height  of  our  Lift  Station  to  protect  it  against  flooding 
at  the  times  of  high  water  levels  and  an  ''Alarm  system" 
to  trigger  off  in  some  person's  home  should  any  of  several 
possible  areas  of  malfunction  happen  at  the  Lift  Station. 
We  have  had  a  pump  at  this  point  that  has  malfunctioned 
several  times.  We  have  been  fortunate  that  Mr.  Sanborn 
has  been  diligent  in  his  care  of  the  system  and  that  fine 
Epping  Citizens  in  the  persons  of  Arthur  and  Leanna  Pel- 
letier  have  kept  an  eye  on  the  outdoor  light  signal  at  the 
Station  and  notified  Mr.  Sanborn  when  it  went  on  signifying 
a  malfunction.  There  are  several  other  items  to  be  included 
in  this  work.  The  additional  costs  will  be  approximately 
$16,000.00  of  which  95%  of  it  will  be  paid  for  by  Federal 
and  State  funds.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  for  the  help  given 
to  us  by  the  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Commission 
in  this  whole  project. 

The  Town  buildings  have  not,  as  yet,  been  hooked  up  to 
our  system.  We  had  attempted  to  have  Mr.  Parker  hook  the 
buildings  up,  but  found  that  under  the  engineered  plans 
we  would  have  to  install  pumps  in  the  Fire  Station  and 
Library  due  to  the  fact  that  the  toilet  facihties  are  located 
in  the  basements  of  these  buildings.  Therefore,  we  have 
requested  Anderson  Nichols  to  draw  up  a  plan  to  hook  all 
these  buildings  up  via  gravity  drain  starting  from  the  back 
of  the  Town  Hall,  cutting  through  the  parking  lot  to  Water 
Street.  This  will  necessitate  an  additional  manhole  in  the 
parking  lot.  However,  it  will  save  the  Town  many  problems 
involved  with  pumping  systems  in  future  years. 
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Our  Town  Hall  roof  has  been  leaking  for  several  years, 
resulting  in  portions  of  the  ceiling  in  the  balcony  area  to 
break  away.  This  is  the  forerunner  of  more  costly  deteriora- 
tion. We,  therefore,  included  an  article  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  to  vote  $12,000.00  for  necessary  repair  work  to 
the  roof  and  steeple.  Hoping  that  we  would  have  enough 
to  do  some  incidental  repair  to  the  steeple  slate  roof,  point 
up  the  chimneys  while  we  have  the  staging  up  for  the  roof- 
ing job  and  possibly  paint  the  white  trim  on  the  steeple  and 
upper  section  of  the  hall.  Unfortimately,  a  motion  to  table 
this  article  was  passed.  This  is  a  very  serious  problem  that 
needs  immediate  correction  and  we  are  again  including  an 
article  in  the  warrant. 

The  year  of  1976,  which  is  our  Nation 's  Bicentennial,  will 
soon  be  upon  us  and  we  feel  these  improvements  started 
now  will  help  us  to  be  a  proud  part  of  the  celebration  on 
that  momentous  occasion. 

We  formed  a  committee  to  plan  Epping's  program  and 
co-ordinate  the  efforts  of  other  Town  organizations  for  the 
1976  Bicentennial.  Mr.  Richard  Sanborn,  Jr.,  who  has  done 
much  historical  research  on  Epping,  is  tlie  capable  chairman 
of  this  committee.  We  feel  secure  in  that  committee's 
ability. 

The  New  England  Telephone  Company  has  purchased 
the  Morris  building  and  their  Real  Estate  Engineering 
office  has  informed  us  that  they  intend  to  tear  it  down  in 
the  near  future. 

Many  of  our  elderly  citizens  did  not  apply  for  their  prop- 
erty tax  exemptions  this  year  due  to  lack  of  knowledge  and 
understanding  of  the  law.  —  It  is  within  the  authority  of 
the  selectmen  to  grant  abatements  in  cases  of  hardship. 
Therefore,  we  used  this  authority  and  made  the  abatements 
because  we  feel  diat  these  persons  over  seventy  are  indeed 
faced  with  a  hardship  to  meet  today's  cost  of  living.  We 
advise  that  exemption  forms  must  be  requested  from  the

oflSce  of  Selectmen  each  year  and  turned  in  by  April  15th 
to  qualify.  Please  have  concern  for  any  elderly  you  may 
know  and  pass  this  information  on  to  them. 

We  enjoyed  the  opportunity  to  meet  and  talk  with  the 
many  persons  who  came  to  our  office  with  their  problems. 
This  is  important  to  good  government  and  we  encourage 
more  people  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Selectmen,  and  other 
Town  commissions,  if  to  do  nothing  more  than  to  sit  as 
spectators  and  watch  representative  government  in  action. 

We  have  been  pleased  to  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
serve  Epping  in  our  capacity  as  Selectmen.  It  has  been 
interesting  and  challenging.  Thank  you.

Robert  Lucy  who  has  given  many  hours  of  specialized  ser- 
vice in  cataloging  books;  Mrs.  Wayne  Daniels  who  is  our 
volunteer  projectionist  for  the  film  programs  this  year;  and 
Mrs.  Ray  Gomez  who,  for  more  than  a  year,  has  been  in 
charge  of  arranging  for  mothers  to  chaperone  the  pupils  at 
the  film  programs.  Other  friends  have  given  books  or  maga- 
zine subscriptions;  for  example,  a  subscription  to  "Early 
American  Life"  for  those  especially  interested  in  history 
and  antiques;  another  magazine  "Americana"  from  a  recent 
donor,  and  "Horticulture"  the  annual  gift  of  the  Garden 
Club.  Ten  volumes  of  Winston  Churchill's  historical  works, 
recently  donated,  make  a  valuable  addition  to  our  books. 
A  number  of  copies  of  the  "National  Geographic  Maga- 
zine" have  been  given  and  enjoyed.  Labels  for  our  shelves 
were  made  by  Mr.  Joe  Forbes,  who  also  made  the  topo- 
graphical map  of  our  town,  on  exhibition  at  the  library.  He 
and  Mrs.  Winthrop  Snow  are  now  working  on  a  marking 
system  for  it  that  will  help  to  identify  community  buildings 
and  other  places  of  interest.  A  sign  giving  the  library 's  name 
and  regular  hours  is  the  useful  and  atti-active  gift  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  ElHson  Bell.  Friends  have  also  been  helpful  in 
clerical  work  such  as  arranging  the  several  hundred  books 
borrowed  from  the  Bookmobile  into  the  right  order  to  be 
picked  up  by  it  at  its  quarterly  visits,  and  in  shelving  the 
books  newly  borrowed  at  those  times.  To  those  and  all  other 
friends  who  have  helped  our  library  to  give  better  service, 
Mrs.  Chandler,  the  assistant  Hbrarian,  and  I  give  our  thanks. 
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I  should  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  readers 
who  return  by  the  due  date  any  books  they  have  boiTowed. 
Books  may  be  renewed  twice  if  the  Bbrarian  is  asked  to  do 
so,  and  if  no  other  patron  needs  them,  so  books  may  be  kept 
for  six  weeks  without  fines,  provided  such  renewals  have 
been  made.  Your  librarians,  v/ho  are  paid  only  for  the  hours 
they  are  at  the  library  when  it  is  open  to  the  public,  give 
many  additional  hours  of  time  and  effort  to  help  the  Hbrary 
benefit  its  users  in  a  variety  of  ways.  They  spend  hours  in 
selecting  and  ordering  books,  and  cataloging,  covering,  and 
otherwise  preparing  them  for  lending;  writing  or  telephon- 
ing other  libraries  to  borrow  for  patrons  additional  books 
to  supplement  those  in  this  libraary,  then  keeping  track  of 
them  and  returning  them;  choosing  and  ordering  films  for 
the  Friday  programs,  writing  notices  of  these  programs  and 
attending  to  their  delivery  to  the  schools  and  newspapers, 
writing  weekly  reports  on  the  films,  and  mailing  the  films 
and  reports  to  Concord  on  Satm'day.  Also  the  librarians 
arrange  displays  for  special  occasions  and  events  of  interest: 
the  fuel  crisis,  safety  suggestions,  town  history  and  planning, 
budget  and  homemaking  helps,  special  collections  and  dis- 
plays of  books  or  materials  for  pupils'  projects  and  the 
Woman's  Club  project  of  visiting  the  County  Home  with 
reading  for  interested  patients.  At  the  end  of  each  day  books 
returned  must  be  correctly  replaced  on  the  shelves,  cards 
for  those  lent  that  day  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  au- 
thors, and  filed  under  the  date  borrowed,  and  a  record  of 
tliem  as  adult  or  juvenile,  fiction  or  non-fiction  books  kept 
in  a  statistics  record  book.  These  are  a  part,  but  by  no  means 
all,  of  a  librarian 's  duties,  many  of  which  she  has  to  do  out- 
side of  the  hours  the  library  is  open,  so  you  can  realize  how 
much  she  appreciates  the  dependabiHty  of  those  who  return 
their  books  by  the  time  they  are  due,  thereby  freeing  her 
from  extra  time  in  telephoning  or  writing  notices  of  overdue 
books. 

The  basis  for  the  efficient  working  of  a  free  public  Hbrary 
requires  that  all  its  users  be  treated  fairly,  and  that  they,  in 
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turn,  treat  others  that  way  by  sharing  these  borrowed  books 
with  them  without  requiring  the  librarian  to  remind  them 
of  the  promise  they  signed  in  applying  to  become  users  of 
the  library:  "I  promise  to  obey  all  the  Hbrary's  rules,  to 
take  good  care  of  all  books  I  borrow,  to  pay  all  fines  or 
damages  charged  to  me". 

We  hope  that,  with  your  cooperation,  this  hbrary  can  be- 
come an  increasingly  useful  and  enjoyable  part  of  our  com- 
munity life.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

This  past  year,  your  Planning  Board  was  extremely  busy; 
we  met  28  times  on  a  regular  schedule,  scheduled  6  extra 
(Special)  Meetings  to  reduce  the  backlog  of  appointment 
requests  and  to  handle  other  urgent  business,  held  4  legal 
Public  Hearings  and  one  Informational  Meeting  on  multi- 
family  dweUings. 

Twenty-two  subdivisions  were  approved,  creating  44  new 
lots.  Two  requests  for  subdivisions  were  denied  because 
lots  did  not  meet  minimum  frontage  requirements  and  they 
were  referred  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  Eleven  surveys 
without  subdivision  were  signed  for  recording  purposes  at 
the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

Public  Hearings  were  held  for  the  first  time  on  requests 
for  site  plan  review  of  non-residential  developments.  Four 
were  approved:  pizza  restaurant,  snack  bar,  restaurant  ex- 
pansion, and  a  motel.  Two  site  plans  that  were  presented  at 
a  public  hearing  are  pending:  a  campground  and  a  river- 
side park.  Others  sought  information  for  a  motorcycle  shop, 
pizza  restaurant,  country  store,  and  a  campground. 

Conforming  to  state  law,  certified  letters  were  mailed  in 
advance  to  all  abutters  of  subdivisions  being  considered  for 
approval.  The  Board  also  voted  to  notify  abutters  on  all 
surveys  that  were  signed  for  recording.  These  policies  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  adjoining  property  ov/ners  by  keeping 
them  informed  of  boundary  lines  and  new  land  uses. 

Mailing  costs  and  advertising  public  hearings  were  the 
major  expenses  of  the  Board.  The  Board  kept  other  expenses 
to  a  minimum  and  ended  the  year  with  an  unexpended 
balance  of  over  four  hundred  dollars.  Subdivision  fees,  col- 
lected for  the  first  time  this  past  year,  amounted  to  slightly 
over  $200.00  that  were  paid  to  the  Town. 

Routine  appointments  were  so  numerous  that  the  Board 
didn  't  have  as  much  time  for  planning  as  they  would  have 
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liked.  Despite  this,  the  Board  was  responsible  for  the  fol- 
lowing projects: 

The  Board  spent  many  hours  preparing  an  informa- 
tional booklet  "Epping  Land  Use  Ordinances  and 
Regulations ' '  incorporating  local  rules  and  regulations 
and  proper  procedures  for  necessary  approvals  for 
land  use  and  building.  Copies  of  the  booklet  are  avail- 
able from  the  Town  Clerk 's  office;  over  150  have  been 
distributed  since  February.  The  easy  reference  guide 
has  been  very  helpful  to  Town  Officials,  residents,  and 
outsiders  who  may  be  iriterested  in  buying  land  or 
building  in  Epping. 

Six  UNH  students  studying  "Applied  Community 
Development ' '  worked  with  the  Board  in  Mid-Winter 
and  Spring  to  begin  developing  a  Master  Plan  that 
would  have  broad  citizen  involvement.  Out  of  this 
came  Project  H.E.L.P.  (Help  Epping  Listen  to  People, 
Help  Epping  Learn  from  People )  sponsored  jointly  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board.  The 
students  conducted  an  independent  door-to-door  sur- 
vey throughout  the  Town  to  learn  what  townspeople 
wanted  from  their  town.  One  student,  Paul  Franklin, 
returned  in  the  Fall  to  continue  working  on  the  proj- 
ect, and  he  prepared  a  newsletter  of  the  survey  results 
that  will  soon  be  mailed  to  all  households.  The  report 
should  be  helpful  to  all  Town  OflBcials  before  making 
new  proposals  for  the  townspeople  to  consider. 

Two  amendments  to  the  Epping  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions were  adopted  by  the  Board  in  November.  Tlie 
first  amendment  detailed  requirements  for  site  plan 
review  for  non-residential  developments,  and  the  other 
estabHshed  higher  standards  for  surveys. 

Former  Chairman  Donald  Young  resigned  from  the 
Board  in  late  September  because  he  was  moving  from  the 
area.  He  had  been  a  valuable  and  dedicated  member  of  the 
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Board  since  1971.  The  Board  and  citizens  of  Epping  have 
gready  benefitted  from  his  two  years  of  outstanding  service. 

The  Epping  Planning  Board  is  concerned  with  the  cur- 
rent and  future  growth  of  our  town.  The  Board  wishes  to 
thank  the  citizens  of  Epping  for  tlieir  support  and  coopera- 
tion during  the  past  year  and  seeks  their  help  in  planning 
for  the  future  orderly  growth  of  our  town. 

AD  meetings  are  pubHc,  and  everyone  is  welcome  to 
attend  any  meeting.

Epping  Civil  Defense 
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WATER  &  SEWER  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  1973  the  major  highlight  for  the  Water  &  Sewer 
Department  was  the  water  extension  installation  voted  on 
]:>y  the  town  in  March  of  1973.  After  a  great  deal  of  dis- 
cussion, the  line  was  finally  installed,  and  as  of  this  writing 
there  are  eighteen  new  customers  on  High  Street  and  on 
Elm  Street.  The  new  line  is  1,690  feet  in  length,  and  to  the 
best  of  om-  knowledge,  all  residents  in  this  area  who  wished 
to  be  connected  to  town  water  have  been  connected. 

The  sewer  holding  station  buildings  were  painted  and  a 
new  meter  was  installed  at  the  water  pumping  station  on 
Fremont  Road. 

There  were  four  new  connections  for  water,  in  addition  to 
the  water  extension,  and  four  new  domestic  sewer  connec- 
tions. The  Cote  apartments  on  Elm  Street  were  also  con- 
nected. 

We  have  been  discussing  the  installation  of  an  emergency 
power  generator  at  the  water  pumping  station.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  when  electric  power  is  lost,  the  town's  supply  is 
limited  to  the  standpipe  supply  which  is  off  Pleasant  Street. 

We  had  very  few  visitors  at  our  scheduled  meetings  dur- 
ing 1973.  Most  of  them  requested  information  and  did  not 
issue  complaints.  The  new  schedule  of  meeting  dates  has 
been  posted  at  the  four  designated  places  within  the  town.

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EPPING  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Epping,  N.H.  03042 

This  has  been  an  active  year  for  the  Recreation  Commis- 
sion with  most  activities  involving  om*  most  prized  posses- 
sions: the  Epping  youth  and  om-  Senior  Citizens. 

On  February  12th,  the  Commission  met  with  Miss  Car- 
oline Tracy,  a  specialist  in  recreation  programs  for  senior 
citizens,  with  the  hope  of  organizing  a  Senior  Citizen's 
Group  in  Epping.  This  became  a  reality  at  a  well  attended 
luncheon  meeting  on  March  28.  The  Epping  Senior  Citizens 
are  an  enthusiastic  group  and  are  currently  meeting  month- 
ly at  the  Civic  Hall  on  Main  Street. 

During  the  late  winter  months  and  into  the  spring,  the 
Commission  began  to  establish  guidelines  for  a  summer 
recreation  program  for  our  youngsters.  With  a  boost  of 
$1000.  appropriated  at  Town  Meeting,  we  were  well  on  our 
way  on  July  9th,  with  a  Director,  an  Arts  &  Crafts  expert, 
2  assistant  directors,  and  a  wonderful  group  of  Junior  Lead- 
ers supervising  our  first  'Summer  Fun'.  The  program  was 
well  attended  with  approximately  75  youngsters  a  day  par- 
ticipating. Weekly  trips  to  Pawtuckaway,  special  events 
days,  and  a  closing  day  Fair  were  the  highlights  of  the  pro- 
gram. U.N.H.'s  Little  Red  Wagon,  a  puppet  theater,  was 
an  additional  highlight  of  the  summer.  We  are  planning  a 
bigger  anl  better  program  this  year  for  which  we  will  be 
asking  an  appropriation  of  $1500.,  since  we  did  have  to 
raise  over  $700.  for  last  year's  program  over  and  above  the 
appropriation  we  received. 

Fall  came,  and  a  course  in  Physical  Fitness  for  Women 
was  instituted.  The  first  session  found  20  enthusiastic  gals 
trying  to  get  into  shape  exercising  to  music.  Led  by  Mrs. 
Sherry  Healey,  a  physical  fitness  expert,  we  found  ourselves 
feeling  fit  as  a  fiddle  after  8  weeks  of  bending,  stretching, 
hopping,  skipping,  and  jumping.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
offer  at  least  2  sessions  per  year:  fall  and  early  spring. 
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Winter  rolled  in  quietly,  and  with  it,  ice.  The  Commission 
sponsors  the  Epping  Youth  Hockey  program,  and  the  ener- 
getic boys  could  be  seen  practicing  their  shots  on  goal  and 
their  fine  defense  at  the  skating  rink  on  the  Wood 's  property 
in  back  of  Central  School.  Since  it  is  a  sport  that  must  be 
played  with  the  proper  equipment,  a  spaghetti  supper  was 
held  in  October  to  help  offset  the  financing  of  this  program. 
As  this  report  is  being  written,  the  possibility  of  using  the 
Legion  Softball  field  for  an  official  hockey  rink  is  in  the 
planning  stages.  This  will  give  us  a  rink  for  just  hockey  and 
an  area  for  general  family  skating.  So  that  we  may  provide 
the  proper  equipment  and  facilities  for  the  hockey  program 
and  other  winter  activities,  we  are  asking  for  an  additional 
$1000. 

The  Commission  wants  you  to  remember,  these  programs 
are  for  you  and  your  families,  but  we  can  be  only  as  effective 
as  you  make  us.  We  are  open  to  suggestions  AND  your  sup- 
port. Let's  make  1974  a  year  to  remember  recreationally.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
EPPING  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Tlie  past  year  the  Conservation  Commission  has  met 
twice  monthly^  and  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  its 
members  and  especially  to  the  non-appointed  workers  for 
their  interest  and  support. 

The  Commission's  major  concern  has  been  the  Lamprey 
River  Preservation  project.  Late  this  year,  the  Commission 
applied  for  a  Ford  Foundation  grant  of  $1,000.00  to  help 
plan  a  greenbelt  area  on  both  sides  of  the  Lamprey  River, 
Epping's  greatest  asset.  The  Commission  is  sponsoring  an 
amendment  to  establish  a  wetlands  conservation  area  along 
the  rivers  in  Epping.  This  is  not  an  easement  to  permit 
public  use  of  private  land.  It  is  proposed  to  protect  the 
quality  of  the  future  water  supply  and  the  natural  beauty 
of  the  river. 

Our  water  testing  program  of  the  Lamprey  River,  now 
including  North  River,  is  continuing  with  the  help  of  Bob 
Mooney,  a  marine  biologist.  We  still  have  'troubled  waters' 
between  Main  Street  bridge  and  Mill  Street  bridge  due  to 
several  buildings  not  connected  to  the  town  sewer. 

The  Riverside  Park  on  Mill  and  Water  Sti-eets  has  been 
surveyed,  and  the  Commission  formally  presented  the  plans 
for  the  park  at  a  public  hearing  in  December.  Plans  will  be 
on  display  in  the  Harvey-Mitchell  Library. 

At  the  request  of  the  Quaker  Society  of  Friends,  we  have 
viewed  the  pine  grove  in  West  Epping;  and  with  the  help 
of  Dexter  Burley  and  the  Rockingham  County  Woodlands 
Association,  we  will  develop  a  proposed  conservation  plan 
for  its  care  and  preservation. 

Together  with  the  Recreation  Commission,  we  organized 
the  annual  clean-up  day  in  May  with  the  co-operation  of 
many  other  local  groups.  There  was  a  very  good  turnout  of 
youths  of  all  ages,  but  a  lack  of  adult  leadership. 
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Our  program  for  the  forthcoming  year  will  be  to  com- 
plete the  Riverside  Park  on  Water  Street,  to  evaluate  the 
potential  of  the  downtown  Mitchell  Community  Park  ( Boy 
Scout  Field)  with  the  possibility  of  having  outdoor  class- 
rooms for  the  schools,  and  to  develop  Flood  Plains  study 
with  U.N.H.  students  as  their  independent  study  program. 

The  Conservation  Commission  intends  to  try  to  protect 
om*  natural  resources  from  the  often  destructed  progress 
of  modem  civiKzation  and  to  interest  our  youths  in  our 
belief  tliat  one  must  give  thought  to  his  heritage  in  order 
to  give  reason  for  his  being.  To  fail  to  do  so  will  result  in 
environmental  consequences  that  future  generations  of 
Epping  may  not  appreciate  Hving  with. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  present  environmental  pol- 
lution is  the  result  of  past  development  which  infringed 
upon  the  natural  processes.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 

The  year  1973  past  has  been  an  unusual  one  for  change 
in  policies  and  attitudes. 

The  constituents  of  Epping  have  by  and  large  followed 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  various  boards. 

A  case  in  point  was  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  horse 
owners  during  the  outbreak  of  Equine  EncephaHtis  in 
the  neighboring  towns,  which  reached  epidemic  proportions. 
It  was  imperative  for  all  horses  be  put  under  quarantine 
within  the  confines  of  the  town  of  Epping.  This  was  accom- 
plished with,  the  help  of  the  Police  Chief  in  contacting  all 
horse  owners  personally  within  24  hours.  About  200  horses 
were  vaccinated  and  contained. 

Assuring  you  of  my  desire  to  be  helpful  and  many  thanks 
for  all  those  who  assisted  me  during  1973.

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REPORT  OF  EXETER  AREA 
VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a  Com- 
munity Health  Service  providing  skilled  nursing  care  on  an 
intermittent  basis  and  physical  therapy  to  patients  in  their 
home.  Service  is  provided  by  registered  professional  nurses 
and  a  registered  physical  therapist  experienced  in  public 
health.  Care  is  provided  through  orders  from  each  patient's 
physician. 

The  nurse  gives  treatments  such  as  changing  surgical 
dressings,  hypodermic  injections,  etc.  She  assists  with  the 
rehabilitation  of  persons  ( of  all  ages )  handicapped  by  arth- 
ritis, heart  trouble,  diabetes,  cancer,  stroke,  mental  illness, 
accidents,  and  similar  conditions.  The  nurse  instructs  desig- 
nated persons  to  give  needed  care  between  nursing  visits, 
and  teaches  families  and  individuals  good  nutrition  and 
understanding  of  special  diets;  she  advises  new  and  ex- 
pectant mothers  in  the  care  of  themselves  and  their  babies; 
provides  tuberculosis  and  pschychiatric  follow-up  and  re- 
fers, when  appropriate,  to  other  agencies.  The  physical 
therapist  evaluates,  establishes,  and  supervises,  and/ or 
carries  out  a  program  to  return  the  patient  to  his  maximum 
abilities. 

Tlie  association  provides  the  services  of  a  Home  Health 
Coordinator  to  the  Exeter  Hospital,  who  assists  in  planning 
for  the  necessary  care  required  for  the  patient  to  return  to 
his  home. 

A  Well  Child  Clinic,  sponsored  by  the  Association  and 
the  Division  of  Public  Health,  is  held  monthly,  and  provides 
physicals,  immunizations,  and  well  child  care  to  eligible 
children. 

As  of  October  31,  1973,  a  total  of  425  nursing  and  therapy 
visits  were  made  to  100  individuals  in  Epping.

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Col- 
lector, Town  Clerk,  Library,  Water  and  Sewer  Commission 
accounts.  Water  Department,  Trust  Funds,  Municipal  Court 
and  Sewer  Project. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

The  Balance  Sheet  as  of  December  31,  1973  is  presented 
in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Liabilities  exceed 
the  Assets,  tliereby  creating  a  Net  Debt  of  $252,709.99.  Com- 
parative Statement  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures 
(Exhibit  A-2)  shows  a  net  surplus  of  appropriations  of 
$8,791.89.  The  statement  of  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues 
and  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A-3)  shows  a  net  increase 
of  actual  revenue  of  $20,722.41,  showing  a  net  budget  sur- 
plus of  $29,514.30.

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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 
The  Accounts  and  Records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipts  and  disbursement  of  Public  Funds 
were  examined  and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  include  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro- 
cedures as  were  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  deHnquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collec- 
tor's Records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  taxes  as  indicated 
in  this  report  are  therefore  subject  to  any  change  which  may 
be  necessitated  by  the  return  of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
All  uncollected  taxes  in  Exhibit  C-3  for  the  year  1970  have 
been  either  abated  or  deeded  to  the  town,  inasmuch  as  the 
statutory  two  year  redemption  period  provided  by  R.S.A. 
80:32  has  expired  on  these  tax  liens. 

The  time  is  coming  when  the  Town  should  consider  reg- 
ular set  hours  at  the  town  office  during  the  weekday  for  the 
convenience  of  the  taxpayers.

SCHOOL  BOARD'S  REPORT 

Public  education  is  intended  to  directly  benefit  all  the 
children,  not  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  state  board  of 
education,  the  administrators  and  teachers  within  the  school 
system  or  the  members  of  the  Epping  School  Board.  It  is 
the  Epping  School  Board's  further  position  that  the  best 
investment  a  town  can  make  is  in  the  education  of  its 
children.  Accordingly,  the  Epping  School  Board  has,  during 
the  past  school  year  endeavored  to  encourage  and  motivate 
as  reasonably  and  vigorously  as  possible  all  Epping 's  stu- 
dents with  the  assistance  of  the  children's  parents  and  the 
Epping  school  staff.  The  active  elected  members  of  the 
Epping  School  Board  recognize  they  have  a  continuing 
responsibility  not  only  to  the  children  but  also  to  the  parents 
and  taxpayers  of  Epping.  It  is  our  hope  the  formal  training 
and  extra  curricular  activities  of  Epping 's  schools  supple- 
ment the  training  at  home  by  instilhng  in  each  child  a  sense 
of  pleasure,  pride  and  accomplishment  in  learning.  Accord- 
ingly we  are  in  the  planning  stage  of  instituting  a  "work- 
study"  program.  This  program  is  intended  to  encourage 
the  student  who  might  otherwise  "drop  out"  of  school  as 
well  as  be  helpful  to  seniors  having  the  necessary  credits  to 
graduate  by  enabling  such  students  to  work  and  save 
towards  furthering  their  education  or  to  get  a  head  start  on 
their  career  futures.  Another  project  to  be  undertaken  in 
the  near  future  is  the  compiling  of  a  town  history  by  the 
students  gathering  valuable  knowledge  from  our  elderly 
residents  as  well  as  their  own  research.  We  hope  to  incor- 
porate this  undertaking  into  our  town  bi-centennial  pro- 
gram. Our  students  should  be  made  aware  of  the  talents 
and  opportunity  for  learning  available  to  them  within 
Epping  and  the  wealth  of  experience  and  knowledge  avail- 
able from  their  elders. 

We  are  aware  that  we  have  some  very  dedicated  teachers 
as  well  as  interested  townspeople.  We  would  like  to  note 
our  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  to  those  teachers  who 
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are  so  dedicated.  Among  our  interested  townspeople  are  a 
group  of  young  men  who  have  established  with  the  school 
board  a  ''uniform  fund".  They  are  contributing  monies 
each  week  on  a  voluntary  basis  in  appreciation  for  using 
the  gymnasium  on  a  Sunday  evening.  This  was  their  own 
suggestion  and  we  thank  them  for  their  generosity.  It  should 
be  noted  that  their  tax  dollars  helped  build  our  gymnasium. 
And  so  with  the  help  and  inspiration  of  these  people  and 
all  the  good  people  of  Epping  we,  your  elected  representa- 
tives, are  looking  forward  to  further  attaining  your  goals  — 
happy  and  educated  children.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Supervisory  Union  organization  and/ or  reorganization 
seems  to  be  a  topic  of  considerable  interest  this  year. 

Approximately  four  years  ago  when  similar  concerns  were 
being  expressed  throughout  our  Union  #14,  a  committee 
of  school  board  members  studied  the  problem  and  recom- 
mended that  additional  administrative  and  more  clerical 
help  be  employed  by  the  existing  unit  instead  of  creating 
any  new  and  smaller  organizations.  With  the  aid  and  sup- 
port of  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the  local 
school  districts,  this  recommendation  was  accepted  and 
implemented.  A  slight  reorganization  did  occur,  however — 
Brentwood  was  assigned  to  Supervisory  Union  #  16  (Exeter) 
and  Chester  was  assigned  to  Supervisory  Union  #  14. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  several  school 
districts  tliroughout  New  Hampshire  sought  reorganization 
through  legislation.  The  major  reason  for  this  movement 
seemed  to  be  the  strong  desire  on  the  part  of  these  districts 
to  operate  their  own,  or  smaller  Supervisory  Unions  with 
their  own  superintendent's  oflBce  and  its  administrative 
services,  rather  than  sharing  these  with  several  other  com- 
munities. 

Recognizing  this  inclination  by  more  and  more  communi- 
ties, the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the  State 
Board  of  Education  have  recently  (12/27/73)  established 
"Guidelines"  for  Supervisory  Union  organization. 

The  following  information,  taken  directly  from  these 
Guidelines,  is  being  submitted  to  the  voters  of  Epping  to 
use  in  their  consideration  of  a  similar  request: 

SUPERVISORY  UNION  REORGANIZATION 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  the  sole  authority  to 
form  and/ or  realign  school  districts  in  supervisory  unions  - 
RSA  186:11-1. 
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Any  local  school  board  or  supervisory  union  board  may 
ask  the  State  Board  of  Education  directly  or  through  the 
Department  of  Education  to  study  their  situation  and  make 
changes  or  adjustments  in  the  organization  of  the  present 
supervisory  union.  A  study  will  be  undertaken  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  local  school  district(s)  and  recommenda- 
tions made  to  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

A  local  school  district  may  initiate  action  to  withdraw 
fi-om  a  supervisory  school  union  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  A  majority  vote  of  the  school  board  to  place  an  article 
in  the  district  warrant  for  withdrawal  and  approval 
of  said  article  at  an  annual  school  district  meeting. 

2.  A  petitioned  article  placed  in  the  district  warrant  for 
withdrawal  and  approval  of  said  article  at  an  annual 
school  district  meeting. 

3.  In  the  case  of  cities  with  dependent  school  depart- 
ments the  City  Council  shall  act  in  place  of  the  dis- 
trict meeting. 

4.  Approval  of  an  article  for  withdrawal  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  a  petition  to  the  State  Board  of  Education 
for  the  formation  of  a  supervisory  school  union.  The 
superintendent  of  schools  shall  immediately  notify 
the  State  Board  through  the  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  results  of  any  vote  on  such  an  article. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  valid  petition  the  State  Board  shall 
proceed  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  review  and  act 
on  the  petition  within  ninety  days  of  its  submission 
by  the  school  board  to  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

2.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  review  the  peti- 
tion in  terms  of  the  estabHshed  criteria  for  super- 
visory school  unions.  If  the  State  Board  finds  that  the 
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petition  satisfies  the  criteria  it  shall  issue  a  certificate 
establishing  a  supervisory  union  and  name  the  effec- 
tive date. 

3.  Whenever  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  deter- 
mine that  the  petition  does  not  meet  the  established 
criteria,  it  shall  notify  the  school  board  and  super- 
visory union  oflBcers  of  the  reasons  for  denial. 

4.  The  school  board  may,  within  thirty  days  of  the  date 
a  petition  is  denied,  appeal  the  ruling  in  \viiting  to 
the  State  Board  and  ask  for  a  hearing  before  the 
State  Board. 

5.  A  hearing  will  be  held  before  the  State  Board  within 
thirty  days  of  the  receipt  of  an  appeal  from  a  school 
board  and  the  State  Board  will  review  the  original 
petition  at  the  hearing  and  accept  evidence  and  data 
from  the  appellant.  The  State  Board  will  notify  the 
school  board  of  its  decision  within  ten  days  of  the 
hearing  date. 

6.  The  decision  of  the  State  Board  shall  be  final  and 
binding. 

SUPERVISORY  UNION  CRITERIA 

Supervisory  Unions  will  be  established  in  accordance 
with  criteria  contained  in  this  document. 

Every  school  supervisory  union  established  hereafter  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education  must  meet  certain  criteria.  All 
districts  affected  by  the  union  or  unions  must  meet  certain 
guidelines  either  by  services  provided  directly  by  the  union 
or  by  the  new  union  in  conjunction  with  other  unions  or 
districts  within  a  separate  supervisory  union. 

Criteria: 

1.  A  single  district  supervisory  union  should  provide 
for  a  kindergarten  through  twelve,  or  grade  one 
through  twelve  educational  program. 

2.  Each  supervisory  union  should  be  staffed  by  more 
than  one  state  certified  and  supported  person.  This 
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requirement  could  be  met  through  shared  services  or 
staff  between  districts  and/ or  supervisory  unions. 

3.  School  districts  within  a  supervisory  union  should  be 
natural  social  and  economic  units. 

4.  School  districts  in  an  "Authorized  Regional  Enroll- 
ment Area"  plan  should  be  included  in  the  same 
supervisory  union  except  when  the  formation  of  such 
a  union  would  result  in  a  loss  of  service  or  in  the 
creation  of  a  multi-district  miion  too  large  for  effi- 
cient school  management. 

5.  All  supervisory  unions  shall  provide,  through  the 
union  office  or  by  the  districts  acting  independently, 
the  following  services  for  all  member  school  districts. 
These  services  shall  also  serve  as  guidelines  in  the 
approval  of  new  supervisory  unions. 

A.  Administrative  Services

State,  federal  and  local  record  keeping  and

6.  The  creation  of  a  new  supervisory  union  or  unions 
should  result  in  tiie  adequate  provision  of  those  serv- 
ices previously  listed  to  insure  proper  management 
of  education  for  all. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

These  recommendations  are  not  criteria  but  are  suggested 
to  local  school  districts  as  important  considerations  in  the 
formation  of  supervisory  unions. 

1.  Supervisory  unions  should  not  include  more  than 
four  individual  school  districts. 

2.  A  supervisory  school  union  should  supervise  a  mini- 
mum of  2,000  children. 

3.  The  State  Board  should  provide  consultants  to 
school  districts  and/ or  supervisory  unions  to  aid  in 
the  solution  of  problems  relating  to  the  organization 
and  the  management  and  delivery  of  services  to 
children. 

4.  Member  boards  of  a  supervisory  union  should  use 
discretionary  action  to  develop  common  practices 
and  policies  Avithin  the  union.  Some  examples  are 
personnel  policies,  transportation  regulations,  school 
calendars  and  purchasing  procedures. 

5.  Administrators  and  board  members  should  examine 
carefully  the  duties  of  professional  personnel  and 
supervisory  union  personnel  with  the  goal  of  defining 
clearly  the  responsibilities  and  functions  of  adminis- 
trators and  board  members. 
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Because  the  focus  in  the  past  few  years  has  been  on  the 
educational  programs  of  the  middle  and  upper  grades,  this 
year  we  draw  your  attention  to  the  remarks  made  recently 
by  Principal  Irvine,  Epping  Central  School,  grades  1-6: 

"As  the  staff  of  the  Epping  Central  School  met  prior  to 
the  beginning  of  the  1973-74  school  year,  we  considered 
meeting  the  following  challenges: 

To  do  things  to  children  —  Awaken  them,  Excite  them, 

Challenge  them; 
To  do  things  with  children  —  Encourage  them,  Respect 

them.  Love  them; 
To  do  things  for  children  —  Guide  them,  Praise  them, 

Reward  them. 

Obviously  the  call  to  preparedness  included  a  decided 
emphasis  upon  a  pupil  oriented  program.  Ours  was  to  be 
the  task  of  preparing  the  way  for  the  children  placed  in  our 
care  to  move  Hke  Holmes'  "Chambered  Nautilus"  out  of 
the  outgrown  coils  of  the  past  into  nobler  homes  more  vast 
where  they  could  stretch  their  energies,  develop  their  latent 
abilities,  and  grown  to  achieve  that  measure  of  success  of 
which  each  was  capable. 

For  many  of  us  the  challenge  meant  first  a  review  of  our 
own  plans  (the  work  of  many  hours  through  the  summer). 
Again  it  meant  preparing  ourselves  to  be  alert  to  every  indi- 
cation that  our  best  plans  and  efforts  were  reaching  the 
needs  of  every  individual  pupil,  and  developing  within  our- 
selves the  desire  and  ability  to  become  sufficiently  flexible 
so  that  we  would  constantly  be  in  a  position  to  meet  those 
needs. 

Within  a  structured  framework  of  space  and  time  de- 
signed to  protect  the  rights  of  all,  we  would  seek  to  nourish 
with  wholesome  activities  the  certain  talents  of  all. 

As  the  year  has  progressed,  we  have  witnessed  patterns 
of  growth  in  individual  children  that  have  been  very 
rewarding.  In  this  respect  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having, 
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for  the  first  time  this  year,  the  services  of  Mrs.  Ann  Hanson 
who  has  entered  the  school  with  a  warm,  dedicated  ap- 
proach in  Creative  Arts  that  has  awakened  many  pupils  to 
a  fuller  awareness  of  their  ability  to  achieve  success.  All  of 
our  teachers  have  opened  the  door  of  cooperation  to  this 
teacher  and  have  often  spoken  of  the  children's  reaction: 
"When  is  she  coming  to  our  room  again."  Also  many  of 
our  sixth  grade  pupils  have  availed  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunity to  go  to  Mr.  Locke's  art  studio  and  develop 
talents  there.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  the  children 
involved  voluntarily  giving  up  half  of  their  noon  recess. 

Also  observed  often  during  the  year,  an  hour  or  more 
beyond  the  end  of  the  normal  day,  have  been  several  active 
classrooms  where  teachers  and  pupils  have  gathered  vol- 
untarily for  extra  help  or  for  work  on  special  projects  that 
have  excited  the  pupils  enthusiasm.  Pupils  and  teachers 
collaborating  to  enrich  the  curriculum  —  this  is  the  new 
dimension  at  Central  School  which  will  lead  to  greater, 
more  meaningful  educational  achievement. 

Throughout  the  school  year  there  has  been  a  growing 
awareness  of  the  fact  that  happiness  is  a  prerequisite  to 
any  sound  learning  process.  The  school  is  a  Hving  organism 
and  the  sharing  of  the  joys  and  sorrows,  the  abilities  and 
disabilities,  the  needs  and  concerns  of  all  has  been  en- 
couraged. The  development  of  sound,  positive  attitudes  for 
life  has  been  very  much  a  part  of  our  elementary  school 
program.  At  the  same  time  the  development  of  every  basic 
skill  that  each  child  is  capable  of  attaining  is  paramount  in 
our  broadening  concept — not  as  goals  in  themselves,  but  as 
tools  fitting  each  child  to  achieve  his  or  her  own  destiny."

Moderator  Claude  A.  Goodrich  opened  the  meeting  by 
reading  the  warrant  at  7:35  P.M. 

There  were  approximately  175  citizens  in  attendance.  The 
Moderator  reported  the  results  of  the  election  of  school 
officers. 

Article  1.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
school  board  and  truant  officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district. 
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Mary  S.  Cloutier  moved  that  since  this  article  is  encom- 
passed in  the  budget  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  Eileen 
Mm-phy  seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  it  carried. 

Article  2  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  there- 
to. 

Frank  Lavoie  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as 
printed  in  the  Annual  Report.  Mrs.  Murphy  seconded  the 
motion.  Mr.  Lavoie  wished  to  add  the  following  remarks  to 
the  reports : 

"Mr.  Moderator,  fellow  citizens: 

"During  the  past  few  weeks  and  days,  there  have 
been  remarks  made  that  basically  are  an  attack  on  the 
integrity  and  honesty  of  the  present  board  collectively 
and  individually,  and  of  past  board  members.  I  shall  not 
directly  answer  these  remarks  and  charges.  Speaking  for 
myself  and  I  am  sure  indirectly  for  each  member  pres- 
ent and  past,  our  motivation  has  been  solely  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  community.  What  have  we  done?  We  have 
contributed  to  the  improvement  of  education  for  each 
child.  The  faculty  has  been  improved,  we  now  have 
an  excellent  staff  of  very  dedicated  people.  The  Curri- 
culum has  been  updated  to  fit  the  needs  of  the  students. 
The  school  facilities  (plant)  has  been  enlarged  to  en- 
able us  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the  community; 
and  within  the  community's  ability  to  pay.  Our  cost  per 
pupil  is  very  favorable.  We  are  operating  a  very  good 
school  system  with  a  state  approved  comprehensive 
rating. 

' '  A  very  large  percentage  of  our  graduates  ( 65  %  ) 
are  attending  schools  of  advanced  education  (college 
and  technical  schools ) .  Today 's  Portsmouth  Herald  Hsts 
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some  sixteen  residents  of  Epping  on  the  Dean's  list  at 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  alone. 

"The  previous  remarks  have  been  general,  appli- 
cable to  all  members.  There  is  one  personal  remark  I 
v^^ish  to  reply  to:  my  absence  from  night  meetings  of 
the  board.  I  plead  guilty  of  placing  my  night  shift  em- 
ployment ahead  of  night  board  meetings,  I  do  have  to 
earn  a  living.  Prior  to  each  night  meeting  I  have  met 
with  the  other  board  members  so  that  they  were  well 
aware  of  my  views  on  the  proposed  meeting.  I  have 
attended  all  day  meetings  of  the  board.  The  pubHc  at- 
tending our  meetings  have  generally  been  the  same 
people  each  time.  Board  majority  vote  determines  the 
time  and  place  of  the  meetings. 

' '  I  personally  have  served  for  nine  years  and  am  con- 
cluding my  final  year.  This  shall  be  my  last  appearance 
before  a  district  meeting.  I  place  my  dedication  and 
integrity  on  the  line  tonight  and  ask  for  the  approval  of 
the  requests  contained  in  the  warrant. ' ' 

It  was  voted  to  accept  Article  2. 

Article  3  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  offset- 
ting insuflBcient  revenues  received  from  PL  874  for  fiscal 
year  1972-73,  said  amount  to  be  a  deficit  appropriation. 

Mr.  Lavoie  explained  that  since  the  school  board  received 
notice  from  the  State  Department  of  Education  on  Wednes- 
day of  this  week  that  School  Building  Aid  payment  for  fiscal 
73  is  being  increased  by  $3,663.60,  and  that  this  increase 
may  be  used  to  offset  any  loss  in  anticipated  revenues  from 
other  sources,  such  as  PL  874,  ' '  I  move  that  the  district  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  offsetting  insufficient  revenues  being  received  from 
PL  874  for  fiscal  year  1972-73  said  amount  to  be  a  deficit 
appropriation".  Mrs.  Murphy  seconded  the  motion. 
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Mr.  Earl  Arquette  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  read, 
and  if  the  funds  for  this  article  become  available,  the  deficit 
amomit  of  $1,500.00  would  not  be  used  for  any  other  pur- 
pose and  would  be  turned  back  to  the  town".  Mr.  James 
Murphy  seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Lavoie  explained  that 
this  would  be  automatic  anyway  but  that  the  amendment 
would  not  be  out  of  order,  nor  would  it  do  any  harm.  The 
vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment  and  it  passed. 

A  vote  was  then  taken  on  Article  3  as  amended  and  it 
passed  also. 

Mr.  Stickney,  business  manager,  explained  where  monies 
may  come  from  under  PL  874.  The  sources  were  post  oflBce 
employees,  federal  workers,  national  forestry,  Air  Base  em- 
ployees and  shipyard  workers.  And  in  the  future  these 
monies  will  probably  not  be  forthcoming. 

Article  4  (Substitute  Article)  Mrs.  Murphy  moved 
' '  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$7,700.00  for  the  purpose  of  paying  unanticipated  special 
education,  tuition  and  transportation  for  the  1972-73  fiscal 
year,  which  sum  is  a  deficit  appropriation".  Mr.  Lavoie 
seconded  the  motion. 

It  was  explained  by  the  board  that  monies  had  been  trans- 
ferred from  other  budget  items  and  expenses  pared  to  the 
limit  and  belts  literally  tightened  in  order  to  reduce  the 
deficit  amount  previously  requested  in  the  warrant. 

Mr.  Arquette  maintained  that  the  board  had  over  expend- 
ed the  budget  and  was  duty  bound  to  come  to  the  people 
to  ask  for  more  money  to  repair  the  roof.  Mr.  Lavoie  ex- 
plained that  if  he  had  gone  through  those  procedures  the 
people  would  still  be  discussing  the  expenditure  and  the 
roof  would  not  have  been  repaired.  Ann  Burtt,  former  school 
board  member  reported  that  the  original  contractor  had 
been  contacted  many  times  and  would  not  come  near.  A  few 
felt  that  the  school  board  had  acted  as  though  the  town  be 
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damned  we'll  do  as  we  wish.  This  was  vehemently  denied 
by  the  board  and  they  insisted  they  had  not  acted  arbi- 
trarily and  that  they  had  acted  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
people. 

Mr.  Edward  Burtt  moved  the  question.  He  felt  that  forty- 
five  minutes  was  enough  time  to  discuss  this  article.  This 
was  seconded  and  passed.  The  article  wa:s  voted  upon  a 
hand  vote.  Results  were  85  for  and  23  against.  The  motion 
carried. 

Article  5  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  wiU 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  school  district  ofiBcials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obHgations  of 
the  district. 

Mr.  Lavoie  moved  ' '  that  the  district  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $609,890.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  for  school  district  officials  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment .  of  the  statutory  obHgations  of  the 
district. " 

Mrs.  Murphy  seconded  the  motion. 

The  budget  was  read  and  discussed  Hne  by  Hne,  salaries 
being  discussed  extensively.  Special  children  also  were 
discussed  and  the  possibility  of  financial  aid  or  assistance  in 
transportation  of  the  special  children. 

Mr.  Arquette  moved  "to  amend  Article  5  to  reduce  the 
budget  by  $15,000.00."  Mr.  W.  Baker  seconded  the  motion. 
There  was  much  discussion  and  during  this  time  Mr.  Soule, 
School  Counsel  explained  deficit  spending.  He  stated  that 
it  is  legal  and  that  the  school  board  has  the  right  to  spend 
monies  as  they  see  fit. 

Mr.  Edward  Castle  moved  that  we  vote  by  ballot  on  Mr. 
Arquette 's  amendment.  The  moderator  compHed.  The 
checklist  was  used  and  the  school  board  and  clerk  recorded 
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the  votes.  There  were  146  ballots  cast.  Voting  yes,  47  -  vote- 
ing  no,  99.  Mr.  Arquette's  motion  was  defeated. 

A  hand  vote  was  taken  on  the  original  motion  and  it 
carried. 

Mr.  Lavoie  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  being  sec- 
onded it  carried,  the  time  was  recorded  as  11:15  P.M.
